Minneapolis ia pluming herself over 


her growing importance as a wheat 
market, and no wonder. Tbo rapidity 
of her development ia extraordinary, 
and would be almost incredible were it 
not that ber claims are fully sustained 
by tbe figures. Ia 1879 the receipts of 
wheat in that city were 7,514,364 bush-

far this year greatly exceed the record 
for the same period of 1884. More 
wheat is now received in Minneapolis 
than ia Chicago, St. Louis, Milwaukee, 
Boston or aay other city, East ot West, 
eiec.pt New York, and if the ratio of 
1885 thus far ia maintained until De- 
cember 31, the total receipts of the 
year will equal those of the metropolis, 
which is the great export market, dar- 
ing 1884. This immense bnsineus is 
the growth of o.uly a few years, and the 
marked shifting of business relations 
which it involves is only another evi- 
dence of the surprising

changes which are constantly going en 
in this country.

.Preparations for tbe Heart Btntlotin 


Encampment in Stttii Franclxco. 


At a late meeting of the Executiv 


Committee of the National Council o 
Administration of the G. A. B., th 
Commander-in-Chief presented a com 
munication from the committee at Sao 
Francisco haying in charge the subjec 
of tbe meeting of the next annual en 
cumpment, recommending that the dat 
for holding the encampment be fixed be 
tween the 25th of July and the 15th o 
August. Upon motion it was unaui 
monaly 
voted that the meeting 
b< 


held between those two dates—the ex 
act date to be fixed by the Commander 
in-Chief. The matter of transportation 
to the place of holding the next Nation 
al Encampment having been by the las 
encampment referred to the Council o: 
Administration, it woa directed that th< 
Commander-in-Ohief make all necessary 
arrangements in accordance with the di 
rectious of the National encampment so 
far as trunk lines ouly are concerned, 
and that the matter of looal roads anc 
local rates be left wholly under charge 
of the several departments. 


Senator Cuilom'iM Kepnrt. 


Again we are reminded of one cause 


cf the continued depression of bnsioeis 
in th* Old World. The maintenance of 
large military establishments even in a 
time of peace is a costly matter. 
Taxa- 


tion is enormous. At the sains time, 
(he productions of a nation are mate- 
rially diminished by the diversion of 
hundreds of thousands 
of 
vigorous 


young men from useful and gainful in- 
dustry. They are producing nothing to 
exchange for 
others' product*, aud 


commerce is restricted. They do aot 
help to give uu impetus to trade, Their 
powers are employed in fitting them- 
eelveii for a work of destruction on the 
battle field. In consequence Europe is 
looking to this country to furnish the 
first impulse to renewed activity iii 
trade. Free trade Great Britain aud 
protectionist Germany alike depend on 
tbe Uaited States to lift business out of 
'the slough. Aud why? 
Because they 


realize that we have no costly standing 
«rmy to call annually for hundreds of 
thousands of recruits from our energetic 
young men. All of them can be workers 
if they will, and the country has no oc- 
casion to wring hundred* of millions of 
•dollars from the people by burdensome 
-taxation. 


Ours has been u favored land during 


the closing year. Other lands have been 
eoourged with war, or now behold the 
•alien clouds of strife gathering in the 
lieavens above their heaus, but we have 
enjoyed peace. Not a few nations have 
been chastened by pestilence, but we 
have been exempt from plague. Bich 
crops have crowned the labors of our 
husbandmen, and industry, -which has 
been for a season languid, hag begun to 
revive. Misrule has not irritated our 
nation, nor anarchy bred alarm. 
Be- 


ligioa has cot lost the spirit of proae- 
lyti.sm nor been shorn of iti benignity. 
Discoveries in science and inventions in 
the arts have broadened the domains of 
knowledge, and promoted the comfort 
of society. Schools, colleges, and news- 
papers have stimulated thought and 
diffused information, nod ignorance and 
barbarism have been held in check. 


There are in the United States exclu- 


sive of Alaska, 260,000 Indians, fully 
half of whom have as yet declined to 
commit themselves to tbe life of the farm- 
er. Exclusive of the lands cultivated 
Joy the five civilized tribes, tbe number 
of acres in cultivation by the Indians 
daring tbe year was 248,241, an in- 
crease of 18,473 over last year's figures. 


Tbe Virginia Legislature meets next 


Monday. The Democrats have a ma- 
jority on joint ballot. The most promi- 
nent candidates for United States Sena- 
tor are Congressmen John B. Barbour 
and John W. Daniel. 


Tbe New York Sun declares that the 


President ought to abolish tbe so-called 
Bureau of Education as it is a costly 
and pretentious humbug. 


Senator Cullom st»ys that he has his 


report upon interstate commerce pretty 
well along aud will have it completed 
before the meeting of the Senate. 
It 


will be the most elaborate and impor- 
tant document that was ever submitted 
upon this subject, as it will review tbe 
history of the transportation question in 
the United States and show the growth 
of our railroad system and its develop- 
ment. Another chapter wiil be devoted 
to the discussion of the relations of tbe 
States and federal authorities to rail- 
ways and the power of Congress to leg- 
islate in regard to interstate commerce. 
In this brunch of the report will be in- 
cluded all of the decrees of the State, 
District and Circuit Courts and the Su- 
preme Court ot the United States relat- 
ing to interstate commerce and the au- 
thority of,Congress to regulate it. Much 
attention will be given to a desciiption 
of tbe various systems of State railway 
control and the operation of railway leg- 
islation in this and other countries, tbe 
study of which brings tbe committee to 
the conclusion that Congress uot ouly 
has the power to regulate interstate 
commerce, but mnst necessarily do so 
in order to prevent discrimination, be- 
cause of lack of uniformity in State leg- 
islation on this subject. 


The report will also declare that it is 


in the power of Congress to pass a law 
for the regulation of interstate commerce 
without providing some special means 
for the settlement or arbitration of the 
dispute*! that are constantly arising un- 
der it, and to see to tae euforcemeut of 
its provisions. Senator Cullom there- 
fora recommends the appointment cf a 
commission of five, to have in charge 
the entire railway system, with much 
wider powers than are now exercised by 
the present Railroad 
Commissioner. 


The committee consists of Messrs Cul- 


lom, 
of Illinois; Miller, of New York; 


Platt, of Connecticut; Gorman, of Mary- 
land; and Harris, of Tennessee.

eral at Berlin, reports that the German 
government has again prohibited the 
importation of hogs from Russia and 
Austria-Hungary. "Numerous hogs im 
ported," says the report, "were suffer 
ing from diseases of the mouth and feet 
and had to be killed to prevent con 
tagion. It is known that the hog diseag 
is spreading upon the peninsula of the 
Balkan and in Italy, and the Prussian 
Minister of Agriculture has ordered tha 
in future no hogs shall ba allowed to 
cross the boundary from any country 
unless a satisfactory certificate is pro 
duced."

The Silvrir Problem. 


The New York Post's Washington 


correspondent has interviewed ex-Sen- 
ator Hill, of Colorado, Congressman 
Warner, S. Dana, Eorton and others. 
Hill says: ' 'I have no doubt the Presi- 
dent will recommend the suspension of 
silver coinage. Tbe immediate effect 
will be to lower the value of silver bull- 
ion, so as to render the resumption of 
silver coinage all the more difficult. 
Oongress will do nothing," said tbe ex- 
Senator, 
emphatically. 
"We 
have 


strength enough to insure that. Of all 
the plans that have been proposed for a 
compromise, none of them is satisfactory 
to toy mind. The proper policy is to 
wait. Tbe silver problem wilt settle if 
self. With so many uncertainties as to 
what the future will bring, it seems ex- 
ceedingly unwise to attempt at this time 
to finall/ settle our monetary policy 
with regard to silver. It will not be 
possible to stop the'- coinage of silver 
this session, in my-judgment." Warner 
predicts ocinage of silver will not be 
discontinued.

lands. Many of the independent isles 
of Polynesia feur that they may fall prey

Germany or some of the European na- 
tions, and appeals for protection have 
been m»de to the United States. 
The 


foreign policy of this Government is 
well kuo\vii to be against extending its 
territory by conquest, and the inhabi- 
tants of the isolated islands of the Pa- 
cific feel that Americans are their friends.

Specimens of gold bearing quartz from 
the discovered leads were taken to Cali- 
fornia and created much excitement 
among the gold miners in the mountain 
counties, many of whom came to Hum- 
boldt. Upon their arrival here, how- 
ever, it was ascertained that the "black 
stuff" which gave the pluoer miners BO 
much trouble in tha gulches on the side 
of Mount Davidson, was tilver ore and 
thnt the lead in which it was found was 
the richest ever discovered. Thia in- 
duced tbe prospectors in this county to 
abandon their search for gold and de- 
vote their attention exclusively to silver. 
Many lends, which had been loca'ed 
because gold vrus found in the outcrops, 
were abaudoued, and the belief became 
general that no puying gold rniue could 
be found in Nevada. Now, owing to 
tha great depreciation in the price of 
silver, prosppctora ara paying more at- 
tention to gold bearing leads, aud very 
many ledges of that chiuuoter are being 
discovered in various parts of the Stats. 
Experience has demonstrated that the, 
notion tbnt gold did not esiht iu paying 
quantities in quurtz leads east of the 
Sierra Nevada, was fallacious. 
Mines 


are being worked exclusively for gold in 
Nevada and are paying well. In view 
of these facts it would be advisable for 
piospectors to look at Rome of the leada 
located by paily-duy prospectors in Ibis 
county. The 
croppinRS of many of 


them in Humboldt, Buena Vista, Sierra 
and other districts •were rich iu free 
gold, aud there is no known reason 
why they should not be aa rich under- 
ground as they are ou the surface. The 
cost of working gold quartz in leas tbun 
that of working silvei ore us in the case 
of gold the expensive am«ilgaaiating 
pans c»n be dispensed with, and there 
is HO discount on gold bullion.

are doubtless innay leadtf in tha Hum- 
bo) dt end Dun Glun raujf«s, which were 
abandoned because the croppings con- 
tained no silver, though rich gold speci- 
mens were found in them, that will pay 
from $10 to $20 m gold per ton.
